Although  their  record  was  not  the  best  ever  recorded 
by  a  Harding  team,  the  1949  Golden  Rams  were  one 
of  the  greatest  ever  to  wear  the  maroon  and  gold  of 
Harding.  Playing  one  of  the  toughest  schedules  in 
the  state,  the  Rams  compiled  a  7-5  won-lost  record. 

Harding  climaxed  two  weeks  of  practice  in  Boone, 
N.  C,  by  stomping  a  weak  Spencer  team  41-0.  Led 
by  Captain  Jim  McCallum  and  a  transfer  student  from 
Lenoir  named  Ray  Morris,  the  Rams  coasted  to  victory 
with  the  reserves  playing  a  large  part  of  the  game. 

In  the  season's  official  opener  against  Children's 
Home  of  Winston-Salem,  Harding  took  a  dose  of  her 
own  medicine.  While  losing  by  a  28-7  score,  the  Rams 
played  one  of  their  poorest  games  of  the  year.  The 
only  bright  spot  of  the  game  was  McCallum's  64  yard 
run  from  scrimmage  for  Harding's  only  touchdown. 
Children's  Home,  however,  winning  eleven  straight 
games,  was  ranked  the  number  one  team  in  the  state. 

The  next  week  the  charges  of  Coaches  Dave  Harris 
and  Creed  Gilley  pinned  an  18-7  setback  on  Burling- 
ton's Western  Class  AA  Champions.  It  was  Burling- 
ton's opener  and  her  only  loss  of  the  regular  season. 
Ray  Morris  scooted  for  two  Ram  touchdowns  to  lead 
the  winners. 

Journeying  down  Sandlapper  way,  the  Golden  Rams 
made  it  two  in  a  row  bv  spanking  Rock  Hill,  a  South 
Carolina  power,  21-0.  The  veteran,  Harold  Jones,  and 
newcomer  Bill  Fortner  teamed  to  give  the  Rams  great 
end  play  and  sparked  a  stout  defense. 

The  following  week  disaster  struck  in  the  form  of 
Class  AA  State  Champions  of  Durham.  Harding  was 
completely  outplayed  by  hard-hitting  Bulldogs,  the 
final  score  being  33-13.  Ray  Morris  was  the  bright 
spot  of  what  little  offense  the  Rams  could  muster.  His 
night's  work  included  a  54  yard  punt  return  for  one 
Harding  TD. 

Upon  returning  home  the  Rams  poured  it  on  Olym- 


pia  High  of  Columbia  by  the  score  of  33-6.  Ray  Morris 
again  ran  wild  for  the  victors. 

Next  came  a  heartbreaking  20-19  loss  to  Florida's 
number  one  team,  Landon  High  of  Jacksonville.  Jim 
McCallum,  Bill  Fortner  and  Joe  White  played  good 
ball  for  Harding. 

In  their  next  two  outings  the  Rams  smothered  Gas- 
tonia  by  51-6,  and  Fort  Mill  33-6.  Joe  White  continued 
to  play  the  brand  of  ball  that  had  won  him  All-State 
honor  the  previous  season. 

After  much  discussion  Harding  decided  to  play 
Mt.  Airy  without  the  services  of  White,  who  had  par- 
ticipated in  the  Shrine  game  the  year  before,  therebv 
making  him  ineligible  under  N.C.H.S.A.A.  rules.  The 
Whiteless  Rams  lost  to  the  fired-up  Conference  Cham- 
pions by  a  16-14  score. 

The  following  week  White  returned  to  the  lineup 
and  gave  what  was  probably  the  best  performance  of 
his  high  school  career  by  leading  the  Rams  to  a  41-0 
victory  over  their  arch  rivals  from  across  town,  the 
Tech  Wolves. 

Closing  out  the  season,  the  Rams  met  and  played 
Central  on  even  terms,  only  to  lose  a  20-14  heart- 
breaker.  Leading  the  Wildcats  by  a  14-0  score  at  the 
halfway  mark,  Harding  finally  gave  way  to  stronger 
reserve  strength  after  putting  up  a  terrific  battle.  Joe 
White  and  Ray  Morris  again  provided  the  greater  part 
of  the  Ram  attack. 

Many  honors  were  taken  by  Harding  players  during 
the  '49  season.  Joe  White  and  Harold  Jones  were  named 
to  several  All-State  teams;  Jones  also  participated  in  the 
Shrine  All-Star  game.  The  Rams  dominated  the  all- 
city  team  by  placing  five  men  to  first  starting  positions. 
Those  receiving  the  honors  were  Joe  White,  Ray  Morris, 
Harold  Jones,  Rock  Mitchell,  and  Joe  Lynn.  Thev 
also  dominated  the  Charlotte  Senior  All-Star  squad 
by  placing  thirteen  men.  Lynn  was  named  the  out- 
standing lineman  of  the  year  by  the  coaching  staff.
